Pat Llayd is fighting back 
for himself and neighbours 
at MacDonald Lofts after re¬ 
ceiving notice the landlord! 
is demanding a more than 
25 per cent rent hike. 

“With an increase like 
that, 50 per cent of people 
in this building will find 
themselves homeless or on 
the street,” Lloyd said, "It's 
an obnoxious increase. It's 
unheard of.” 

Lloyd's building is near 
Rogers Place and beside social 
services where the building's 
residents supplement their 
often fixed incomes with food 
or other needs. 


That's why Lloyd said he's 
worried. 

Martyshuk Housing, an tid- 
monton company that works 
to make housing more access¬ 
ible for people with addic¬ 
tions and other challenges, 
manages the building. 

As a result, Lloyd said, 
many of the 87 units are oc¬ 
cupied by people on AlSH or 
social assistance. 

"This increase is affecting 
every single person in this 
building,” he said, adding 
that many may end up back 
on the street after finally 
getting off of It. 

He also said that while he 
m ight be able to barely afford 
the increase, seeing his own 
rent go up $263 — from $562 
a month to $825 by Nov. 1 
— many others likely won't. 

“People are not going to 
survive it. It's a gut punch. 
They're |going to be) out on 
their asses. This is not fair 
to these people.”

Finding work 
may be easier, 
but housing is 
another story

After he was laid off from his 
job in the Alberta oihands, 
James fisher. 44, headed west 
— only to find himself living 
in a shelter in Vancouver Hy¬ 
ing to scrape together enough 
for an apartment. 

"It has been hard” said fish¬ 
er, who has been 1 iving at the 
Union Gospel Mission shelter 
in downtown Vancouver for 
the last month while working 
at a warehouse. 

“I tame here, I was sure 
that I had housing, me and 
a friend, then he backed out 
due to finances. I'hat left me 
hanging, and when you're new 
to a city, you don't have the 
contacts, you don’t know the 
city layout* 

Organizations in Vancou¬ 
ver’s Downtown Easts ide say 
they are seeing an increase of 
people with similar stories. Jer¬ 
emy Hunka, a spokesman for 
Union Cospel Mission, said the 
shelter has seen a 50 per cent 
spike in out-of-province arriv¬ 
als compared to List year, and 


most people are from Alberta. 

Statistics Canada reported 
Friday that Alberta's unemploy¬ 
ment rate increased to 8.6 per 
cent in July— the highest it’s 
been in 22 years, in response, 
people are increasingly trav¬ 
eling for work; in the first quar¬ 
ter of the year, almost 1,8GD 
more people left Alberta than 
arrived. 

The same Statistics Canada 
numbers show B.C. gained 
12.000 jobs.

tor many in Alberta, greener 
pastures means British Colum¬ 
bia, according to'lodd Hirsch, 
A'3'E’s chief economist. 

,L B.C, especially the lower 


mainland around Vancouver, 
continues to outperform eco¬ 
nomically and that's acting as 
a draw to some of those job 
seekers in Alberta that have 
grown discouraged with the 
situation here,” he said. 

Still, Hirsch cautions that 
while getting a job may be 
easier, finding a place to live 
is a different story, as Fisher 
has discovered. 

"We'll continue to see some 
of that out migration into B.C.

STATISTICS CANADA 

Jobless 
rate near 
new high 

Alberta'5 monthly unemploy¬ 
ment rate climbed to its high¬ 
est level in nearly 22 years in 
July, marking the first time 
the province has had a worse 
jobless rate than Nova Scotia, 
Statistics Canada said Friday. 

The federal agency reported 
that Alberta's rate rose to S.6 
per cent last month — the 
highest since September 1994 
— from 7.9 per cent in June. 

That’s above the 8.4 per 
cent July unemployment rate 
in Nova Scotia, the first time 
Alberta has had a higher rate 
since Statistics Canada started 
collecting the data in 1976. 

“Obviously, Nova Scotia’s 
unemployment rate has im¬ 
proved in recent years," said 
BMO chief economist Doug 
Porter. “This isn't entirely a 
bad news story, but it's largely 
a bad news story because of the 
upswing in Alberta.” 

The unemployment picture 
in Alberta may even be worse 
than known, he added. Due to 
the ongoing fallout from the 
Fort McMurray wildfires in 
May that led to the evacuation 
of 90.OO0 residents. Statistics 
Canada said it was unable to 
conduct its Labour force survey 
there in May, June and July, and 
had to estimate values based 
on nearby regions. 

In Calgary, the unemploy¬ 
ment rate of S.S per cent was 
the worst among 33 Canadian 
metropolitan areas surveyed, 
Edmonton's unemployment 
rate of 7.7 per cent was the 
sixth highest. Alberta hits lost 
49.000 jobs compared to July

Solving a Rubik's Cube while 
skydiving is more stressful than 
scary, if you ask Stephen Rob¬ 
inson. 

'lire Edmonton man pulled off 
the outrageous stunt last month 
for his YouTube series and is 
hoping to win S50.000. 

"The biggest challenge with 
solving it while skydiving is 
there's a psychological chal¬ 
lenge of, L Holy s-t I'm falling 
from the sky at 220 kilometres 
per hour.' and then (there) is 
the wind speed," Robinson said. 

“When you're up in the air 
you're holding onto it so tight 
that it's neatly hard to make quid'! 
decisions and moves" 

Robinson devised the idea 
months ago as part of the You¬ 
Tube channel 52 Skillz* which 
he runs with his older brother 
Lindsay, who dims while Stephen 
learns a new skill each week. 

The pair pitched the Rubik's 
Cube idee, for a $ 10,000 Story hive 
grant and won, 

“I had no idea how l was go¬ 
ing to do it, I didn't have any 


money" Stephen said. 

He spent a month and a half 
leiiming how to solve the Rubik's 
cube in under 60 seconds, which 
is the amount of time he would 
have in a tandem skydive with 
an instructor. 

Stephen had never gone sky¬ 
diving before, so he budgeted 
for five Ures. They all failed, but 
he decided to try one more time 


out of pocket — four days before 
the deadline to submit for a new 
550,000 Story hive grant. That's 
when he was finally victorious. 

“J got it with two seconds to 
spare. I solved it, 1 was holding it 
up and then he pulled the chute. 
It was crazy," Stephen recalled. 

“That was probably one of the 
happiest moments of my life, just 
the fee ling of this entire load of 


stress and anxiety and expecta¬ 
tion was taken off my shoulders." 

His past stunts have included 
back flips, rally car racing and 
doing a barrel roll in a plane. 

Next on deck is an attempt to 
build a robot that can do a skill 
he can't do himself.

Driver won't face 
charges for slur 


Polite will not lay charges 
after a driver admitted to yell¬ 
ing a racial slur at an Edmon¬ 
ton cyclist driving through a 
downtown construction zone. 

The Edmonton Polite Ser¬ 
vice hate crimes unit has 
concluded its investigation 
into a complaint from Kashir 
.Ylohamed, who went public 
with a video of a heated argu¬ 
ment following the incident 
last Friday, during which a 
man later admitted to calling 
him a - n—er.” 

EPS Insp. Dan Jones said the 
slur did not meet the criminal 
threshold, though he encour¬ 
aged people to come forward 
if they are victimized by simi¬ 
lar behaviour. 

“I hope that this becomes 
a positive thing where either 
people will think about com¬ 
ing forward about discrimina¬ 
tion, or maybe people will be 
self reflective on what they 
should and shouldn't say ... 
and maybe they will realize 
out of this, the impact that 
this has - not only on one 
person but on a community," 
Jones said. 

The man who insulted 
Ylohamed issued a written 
apology, which Mohamed said 
he accepted Friday. 

Mohamed ha s publicly criti¬ 
cized the way investigators 
handled the case, alleging 
that one officer told him that 
he had to set aside a case in- 


o RESPONSE 

Mayor Don Iveson, who 
condemned the racial slur 
and scheduled a meeting 
with Mohamed. has. said 
the altercation shewed 
Edmonton needs better 
cycling infrastructure — 
something Mohamed is 
also .pushing for. 

valving bodily harm in or¬ 
der to deal with Ylohamed’s 
complaint. 

Jones could not confirm 
whether or not that was said, 
but he said he is “extremely 
confident” in the way investi¬ 
gators handled the situation. 

Jones said cyclists need to 
be aware of the rules for cyc¬ 
ling on the road but admitted 
that, as a motorist, he was 
unclear on exactly what those 
rules are. Mohamed said he 
sees that as being symptom¬ 
atic of broader police ignor¬ 
ance on cycling laws, 

“I think that's deeply dis¬ 
turbing, because beat officers 
and many other officers inter¬ 
act with cyclists," Ylohamed 
said. 

“At no point should a vic¬ 
tim ever have to remind an 
officer of a law. ever have 
to ask them to look into an 
area of law."

The city's comer store rehabili¬ 
tation program h producing 
results, officials and commun¬ 
ity members; say. 

The newly opened K-J Bowl 
at the Newton Centre, which 
opened in March, is bringing 
businesses back to a corner 
strip mall that had been mostly 
empty for years. 

"A chronically vacant space 
is now fully leased," said braid- 
on Reid, with the city's pro¬ 
gram, of the Newton Centre in 
the northeast. “Bowling alley 
business is up 20-25 per cent 
and there's a summer league 
because there is new interest." 

Spaces were chosen for the 
city comer store pilot based on 
key neighbourhoods that had 


vacancies and visibly needed 
site improvements. Newton. 
Ritchie and Elmwood were 
the first three sites selected in 
2014. each receiving 3)250,000. 

"We looked for places that 
had vested interest from prop¬ 
erty and business owners and 
so were willing to reinvest," 
said Wai Tse Ramirez, senior 
planner with the city. 

Jo-Ann Marvin, in Ritchie, 
said the program has refreshed 
what seems possible in the 
area. 

"When it was all proposed 
there was definitely a feeling 
that people would use the busi¬ 
nesses more if there was some 
rejuvenation,” she said. 

The Ritchie Four Corners 
program is one of the larger 
projects, and includes the 
Ritchie Market — which owner 
Greg Zeschuk is hoping to open 
in the new year. 

The market includes a new 
Transcend coffee shop, and a 
brew- pub. 

The three other corners in¬ 
clude facade upgrades, with 
new tenants moving in. 

lu June, the city approved 
five new sites for the program.

Police chopper has near miss with drone 


Police are warning Edmonton¬ 
ians not to fly drones around 
police helicopters after a near 
collision on July S. 

Air-1, the EPS helicopter, was 
on a call to the north east of Ed¬ 
monton when it encountered 
a drone on a collision course. 

A drone v r as about 10 — 20 
metres horn Air-1, 'while both 
were -150 metres in the air. Con¬ 
st. Brian Griffith, the pilot at 
the time, estimates the drone 
was on a closure rate of 200 
kin/h, but he was able to get 


out of the way. Had a collision 
occurred the results could have 
been catastrophic. 

"If it went through the tail 
rotor system or the main rotor 
or ingested into engine it could 
cause a complete failure," said 
Griffith. He said Edmonton¬ 
ians should be concerned as 
an emergency landing of a heli¬ 
copter could be fatal for people 
involved, including those on 
the ground. 

" Users of drones need to be 
mindful of the safety issues 


that operating in the vicinity 
of other aircraft can pose." said 
Griffith. 

Iran sport Canada recom¬ 
mends drones not be flown 
more than 90 metres above 
the ground, or in areas where 
it could interfere with first re¬ 
sponders. But these are only 
recommendations. Griffith 
would like to see them become 
regulations so that there are 
consequences for dangerous 
drone pilots. 

He is hopeful that drone 


users become as educated and 
cooperative as those who fly 
remote control aircraft. 

“There are zero issues with 
remote control operators once 
they became educated and w r e 
started working together,'* said 
Griffith. 

He says that while Transport 
Canada only has recommenda¬ 
tions for recreational use he has 
heard of people being charged 
when operating drones in a 
hazardous manner.

New system 
roots out more, 
but smaller, 
potential cases 

A new computer system de¬ 
signed to root out possible fraud 
and overpayments in the federal 
government's employment in¬ 
surance program is capturing 
more cases than its predecessor. 

But the system hasn't been 
reeling in as many big fish as 
officials hoped. 

Departmental documents 
show that on average, the 
secondgeneration program was 
finding more modest overpay¬ 
ments than the earlier version, 
despite a significant jump in 
the number of cases identified 
for review. 

The findings 5ed Employment 
and Social Development Canada 
officials to rejig the predictive 
model that considers some 100 
variables to calculate the chance 
that someone has received too 


much money, either by accident 
or through fraud. 

The details’ are outlined in 
documents obtained by The 
Canadian Press under the 
Access to Information Act. 

Officials now hope 
the recalibrated sys¬ 
tem can start finding 
more lucrative cases 
of overpayment to al¬ 
low the department 
to better focus its 
resources and get a 
bigger bang for its 
investigative buck 
in one of the coun¬ 
try’s largest social 
programs. 

“The newest it- I 
e ration of the pre¬ 
dictive model will provide the 
department with an additional 
tool to maintain integrity and 
prevent payment errors said 
FSDC spokeswoman Lively ne 
Wildgoose Labrie. 

"More specifically, it increases 
our efficiency at allocating 
resources to cases representing 
the highest risk of overpay¬ 
ment."

Since 2008, the predictive 
computer model has accounted 
for about half the overpayments 
identified. 

A January presentation from 
ESDC officials likened the pro¬ 
cess to finding nee¬ 
dles in a haystack by 
focusing on the like¬ 
liest area w r here the 
needles will be found. 

In 2014, the pro¬ 
gram received a per¬ 
formance upgrade, 
both in the num¬ 
ber of actual case of 
overpayment it hit 
on and an increase 
in the size of over¬ 
payments identified.

Here’s it look at some balloon- 
related accidents in Canada. 

■ July 14, 2001: The 15-year- 
old daughter of the organizer 
of the Gatineau Hot Air Balloon 
festival died when a balloon 
piloted by her father struck an 
electrical wire. 

Julie Boileau was killed when 
the balloon, shifted by a gust 
of wind, touched a 25,0QO-volt 
line.

broke out in a hot air bal¬ 
loon preparing for takeoff. 


Other passengers jumped from 
the burning basket as the bal¬ 
loon rose to the limit of its 
tethering strap and broke free, 
eventually plummeting into 
a nearby mobile home park. 

■ July 14, 2010: Passengers on 
an Otiawa-area hot air balloon 
had a scare when the basket 
caught fire during an early 
landing due to turbulence. 

The fire self-extinguished, 
and the balloon struck some 
trees before rising again, even¬ 
tually landing in a residential 


Ottawa neighbourhood. No¬ 
body was hurt. 

■ Aug. 11, 2013: A 27-year-old 
pilot plunged to his death after 
failing to let go of a cable from 
another pilot's balloon as he 
tried to help it land in St-jean- 
sur-Kichelieu. Que. 

The pilot was taking part 
in the popular annual bal¬ 
loon festival held just south 
of Montreal.

Time for a 
crackdown on 
operators, says 
federal agency 

In the wake of a hot-air balloon 
crash in the U.S. that killed 16 
people, the federal agency that 
oversees transportation safety in 
Canada is calling for more action 
on safety concerns. 

"Balloon operators can oper¬ 
ate commercially, can take fare¬ 
paring passengers up for sight¬ 
seeing tours and yet they're not 
required to undergo the same 
level of regulatory oversight that 
airplanes or helicopters would 
be doing the same activity," said 
Transportation Safety Board chair 
Kathy Box. 

Balloon operators must obtain 
a Transport Canada-issued Special 
Flights Operations Certificate, 
which Box says can be obtained 
by submitting only basic infor¬ 
mation. It also never expires. 

Unlike other plane or heli¬ 
copter companies, they're not 


subject to audits or inspections 
and are not required to maintain 
operations or maintenance con¬ 
trol manuals. Box says, 

Al though individual pilots 
must be licensed and balloons 
must obtain a yearly “airworthi¬ 
ness certificate,” Box maintains 
there is not enough overall in¬ 
dustry oversight to ensure safely. 

"It's really left up to the bal¬ 
loon operators now, and I'm sure 
they're doing their best to oper¬ 
ate safely, but the point is it's left 
up to them with no regulatory 
oversight from Transport Can¬ 
ada,” Fox said. 

The Transportation Safety 
Beard first recommended im¬ 
posing stricter regulations fol- 
kmting a pair of 2007 accidents. 

In response. Transport Can¬ 
ada agreed to conduct a risk as¬ 
sessment and formed a working 
group to study the issue. 

The assessment was not re¬ 
leased publicly, but the federal 
department stated in late 2013 
that the favourable safety record 
of operators indicated that no 
further regulatory action was 
needed to ensure passenger safe¬

Thai voters approve 
new constitution 


Thai voters on Sunday over¬ 
whelmingly approved a new 
junta-backed tonstitulion that 
lays the foundation for a civil¬ 
ian government influenced by 
the military and controlled by 
appointed — rather than elected 

— officials. 

Although near-final results 
showed that more than 60 per 
tent of voters in a referendum 
tailed by the military govern¬ 
ment approved of the consti¬ 
tution, the vote is likely to be 
met by some skepticism. The 
junta — led by Prune Minister 
I'rayuth Chan-ncha,. a retired 
anny general who has 
severely curtailed dis¬ 
sent since coming to 
power in a 2014 coup 

— imposed severe re- 
sErictions on public 
discussion (if the pro¬ 
posed constitution. 

Ahead of the ref¬ 
erendum. the junta 
banned political ral¬ 
lies and open discus¬ 
sion about the con¬ 
stitution, and criticism of the 
draft was made punishable by 
10 years in jail. Critics say the 
restrictions ensured that most 
people were unaware of the 
pitfalls of the chatter, and were 
probably anxious to get the long- 
drawn, process over with iso that 
they could move on. 

The "yes" vote “adds that 
touch of legitimacy to the 
coup makers," Pavia Chachaval- 
pongpun, an associate professor 
at the Center for Southeast Asian 


Studies of Kyoto University in 
Japan, told The Associated ITess. 

“It gives them the green light 
for the next few steps they want 
to take. They will say the oppos¬ 
ition cannot say anything now," 
said Favin, who is Thai and is a 
vocal critic of the junta. 

Prayuth's office, however, said 
in a statement late Sunday that 
the referendum "was conducted 
with a high degree of transpar¬ 
ency and openness on part of 
the government." 

Despite the curbs on civil 
liberties, Prayulh's rule has 
brought a measure of stability' 
and ended the fre¬ 
quent street violence 
and divisive politics 
that had frayed Thai¬ 
land's social fabric for 
years. That veneer of 
stability could help 
explain the "yes" vote 
for the new consti¬ 
tution. 

There was also the 
allure of new elec¬ 
tions that Praynth 
has promised to hold in 2017. 
after the approval of the new 
constitution, although he's said 
he would call the vote even if 
the referendum was defeated. 

With 94 per cent of the bal¬ 
lots tallied when counting was 
suspended for the night, 61 per 
cent of the voters said they ap- 
proved oftheconstitation, while 
39 per cent rejected :t The of¬ 
ficial final count is expected to 
be issued on Wednesday.

Daesh on Sun day claimed re- 
sponsibility for a weekend ma¬ 
chete attack that wounded two 
policewomen in the Belgian city 
of Chaiiemi, tailing it an act of 
reprisal carried out by one of 
its “soldiers.” 

Belgian prosecutors identified 
the machete-wielding assailant 
os a 33-year-old Algerian known 
to police for criminal offences, 
but not for extremist acts. 

Belgian media reported that 
he was in the country illegally, 
despite two separate orders be¬ 
ing issued for him to leave. The 
government didn't immediately 
confirm the reports. 

The attack on Saturday after¬ 
noon is being treated as a terror¬ 
ist incident, notably because the 
man shouted “AOahu okbaiT' 

— Arabic for "God is great" 

— as he slashed at the officers 
outside Charleroi's main police 
station, Prime Minister Charles 
Michel said. 

The assailant, shot by a 
third officer, died later in a 
hospital. A statement by the 
Daesh-affiliated Aamaq News 
Agency., posted Sunday on an 


Daesh-1 inked Twitter account, 
said the attack on the police¬ 
women was in response to the 
“Crusader coalition's" military' 
campaign against Daesh and its 
self-declared caliphate in Iraq 
and Syria. 

Belgium, a Songtime U.S. ally, 
is a member of the American- 
led coalition combatingDaesh, 
and has supplied warplanes to 
participate in anti-Daesb oper¬ 
ations. 

The Belgian Federal Prosecu¬ 
tor's Office said the attacker, 
who it identified only as K.B.. 
had lived in Belgium since 2012. 

“Since there are indications 
that the attack may have been 


inspired by a terrorist motive, 
the federal prosecutor's office 
decided to take over the in¬ 
vestigation from the district 
prosecutor's office of Charle¬ 
roi." the federal office said in 
a statement 

The office said two police 
searches were carried out over¬ 
night in the southern Belgian 
city, but that no further infor¬ 
mation about the investigation 
would be made public. 

Broadcast media including 
state-owned RTBF said K.B. was 
in Belgium illegally despite re¬ 
ceiving two separate orders 
from government authorities 
to leave. Michel didn't directly 
confirm the reports. But he told 
RT'L television that more must 
be done to combat illegal immi¬ 
gration, saying it was difficult to 
persuade Algeria to accept the 
return of its nationals.

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Turkish powers preach unity

Vow to identity, 
remove threats 
to rule yet still 
‘love caeh other 

Turkey will continue fighting 
whatever powers seek to under¬ 
mine the government, President 
Keoep ' fayy ip Erdogan vowed 
Sunday as he addressed a massive 
flag-waving rally in Istanbul in 
the wake of ihe country's abor¬ 
tive July 15 coup. 

The Yenikapi meeting area 
by the Marmara Sea waterfront 
in Istanbul's European side was 
transformed into a sea of red and 
white, the colours of Turkey's 
flag. No official crowd figure was 
provided, butlkrkish media said 
millions attended, ihe event was 
so frill that large crowds were 
turned away at the gates, spilling 
into surrounding streets. 

,L As a state and as a nation 
we need to analyze the July 15 
coup attempt very well We need 
to evaluate well not just those 
who engaged in this treachery, 
but the powers behind them, 
the motives that made them 
take action,' 1 Erdogan told the 
cheering crowd. 

He spoke from a stage framed 
by two platforms and draped 
with massive national flags and 
banners depicting Erdogan and 
Turkey's founding father Mustafa 
Kemal Ataturk. 

The rally was billed as a cross- 
party event representing lurkish 
unity in the wake of the failed 
coup, in which a group of rene¬ 
gade military officers attempted 
to seize power with tanks, heli¬ 
copters and fighter jets, leaving 
more than 270 people dead. 

"We will continue on our road 
in solidarity. We will love each 
other not for rank or title, but 
for Allah,” Erdogan said. 

Religious leaders and two of 
Turkey's three opposition par¬ 


ties attended the rally, sitting 
next to Erdogan. w r ho arrived 
on board a helicopter with his 
wife Emine. The pro-Kurdish 
People's Democracy Tarty, or 
HL>T, wasn't invited. 

“July 15 has opened the door 
for our reconciliation,” said main 
opposition Republican People's 
Party Chairman Kemal Kilic- 
daroglu. 

The government launched 
a sweeping crackdown in the 
coup's aftermath, targeting fol¬ 
lowers of U.S.-based Muslim cleric 
Kethullah Gulen, who it says 
orchestrated the putsch. Gulen 
denies involvement. 


Nearly IS.000 people have 
been detained or arrested, mostly 
from the military, and tens of 
thousands of people have been 
suspended or 
dismissed from 
jobs in the ju¬ 
diciary, media, 
education, 
health care, 
military and lo¬ 
cal government. 

The scope of 
the crackdown 
has alarmed European coun¬ 
tries and rights groups, who 
have urged restraint. Erdogan 
has lashed out at criticism, and 


complained of a lack of support 
from the West. He has also de¬ 
manded Galen's extradition from 
the Q.S. Washington has said 
it would need 
evidence of the 
cleric’s involve¬ 
ment, and says 
the extradition 
process must be 
allowed to take 
its course. 

Erdogan re¬ 
iterated he 
would approve the reiiitroduc- 
tion of capital punishment if 
parliament were to pass a bill 
to that effect. Jhe death penalty 


was abolished in Turkey in 2004, 
20 years after the last execution. 
European Union officials have 
said a reintroduction of capital 
punishment would put an end 
to Turkey’s prospects of joining 
the bloc. 

The event kicked off with a 
minute of silence for those killed 
while opposing the coup, fol¬ 
lowed by the Turkish national an¬ 
them. and a recitation of prayers. 

The government has been 
encouraging nightly anti-coup 
rallies in all of the country's Si 
provinces since July 15. Sunday's 
rally was to have been the List, 
but Erdogan said the end would 


be on Wednesday. He didn't elab¬ 
orate. 

The event was broadcast live 
on giant screens in all of Turkeys 
provinces, and crowds of thou¬ 
sands gathered to watch in the 
country's major cities. 

Nearly 15.000 police were pro¬ 
viding security at the event. Anti¬ 
aircraft batteries were also set 
up at the event grounds, ■while 
two helicopters circled overhead. 

An Ottoman marching band 
entertained the gathering crowd, 
with 240 members representing 
the number of those authorities 
say gave their lives fighting off 
the coup.

President's drugs crackdown bloody, with many dead, arrested 


Philippine President Rodrigo 
Duterte publicly linked more 
than 150 judges, mayors, law¬ 
makers, police and military' 
personnel to illegal drugs 
Sunday, ordering them to 
surrender for investigation 
as he ratcheted up his bloody 
war against what he calls a 
“■pandemic.” 

Duterte promptly relieved 
members of the military and 
police he named from their 
current posts and ordered 
government security person¬ 
nel to be withdrawn from 
politicians he identified in a 
nationally televised speech. 

He also ordered gun licens¬ 


es of those named revoked. 

“All military and police 
who are attached to these 
people. I'm giving you 24 
hours to report to your moth¬ 
er unit or J will whack you. 
I'll dismiss you from the 
sendee,” Duterte said in the 
speech at a military camp in 
southern Davao city. 

He said that the list of pol¬ 
iticians, Judges and law en¬ 
forcers given to him by the 
military and police might or 
might not be true, but that he 
had a duty to disclose to the 
public how the drug problem 
had become so pervasive. 

The list of names, w r hich

The realities and plights of 
working women have entered 
the U.S. election with a some¬ 
what surprising intensity. 

Hillary Clinton's campaign 
was always going to spur de¬ 
bate over women's capacity to 
wield power, their innate suit¬ 
ability and the public appetite 
to see them succeed. 

But it's also landed in the 
middle of an economic call to 
arms, a renaissance of work¬ 
ing women’s rights, a realiza¬ 
tion 9 to 5 remains a relevant 
protest film as well as a satis¬ 
fying serving of Dolly Parton, 
Jane Fonda and Lily Tomlin. 

Beginning with Anne-Marie 
Slaughter's Why Women Still 
Can't Have It All sn the Atlantic 
magazine, and followed by 
Sheryl Sandberg’s controver¬ 
sial Lean In. we're living in an 
upswing of outrage over the 
lack of women in executive 
jobs, the ongoing pay gap 
that sees women of colour 
earning the absolute least, 
the burden of caregiving on 
women and the galling lack of 
maternity leave in the U.S. 

Then, crashing through 
the election's front window, 
Gretchen Carlson's lawsuit 
against Fox chairman Roger 
Ailesforced high-level resig¬ 
nations (Ailes, among others), 
bringing sexual harassment 
front and centre once again. 

Never one to bow out of a 
controversy, Donald Trump 
suggested harassed women 
should just change jobs: he'd 
already said pregnancies are 
bad for business. His running 
mate. Mike Pence, argued in 
a 1997 newspaper letter that 
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working women "stunted" 
kids' emotional growth, 

But it was Ivanka Trump 
who proved just how pivotal 
working women are to this 
election when she shocked 
onlookers at the Republican 
National Convention with the 
unconvincing, Hail-Mary claim 
her father would fight for 
equal pay — a Clinton cam¬ 
paign cornerstone. 

Amidst all this blustering, 
ordinary women are just try¬ 
ing to navigate the status quo 
of a working world created to 
benefit men.

“Look, he's gnt like seven jobs; 
I only have two. ft's schedul¬ 
ing,'" says Muironey in his first 
sit-down interview, along with 
Mediwake, since the show was 
announced. 

A lot is riding on the success 
of Your Morning, fans didn't ap¬ 
preciate that Canada AM, which 
would have celebrated 44 years 
this September, was yanked un¬ 
ceremoniously from the sched¬ 
ule two months ago with a mere 
24 hours notice.. 

There is also concern that 


the new incarnation will be 
less about the news and more 
about entertainment, leaving 
Canadians with fewer in-depth 
stories about their own back¬ 
yard.

Paralympic leaders expelled 
one of its most significant 
members as the IOC: announced 
that 278 Russians have been 
given clearance to compete at 
the Olympics after their eligi¬ 
bility in Rio de Janeiro was left 
to individual sports. 

Russia's years of doping de¬ 
ception, including tampering 
with samples at the 2014 Olym¬ 
pics and Taraiympics in Sochi, 
were outlined last month by 
World Anti-Doping Agency in¬ 
vestigator Richard McLaren. 

"The facts really do hurt, 11 
5PC President Philip Craven 
SEiid. “They are an unpreced¬ 
ented attack on every clean 
athlete who competes in sport. 
The anti-doping system in Rus¬ 
sia is broken, corrupted and 
entirely compromised."
